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Preface 


This publication is the Jatter half of the second annual statistical supplement 
to the Monthly Labor Review. It contains national, State, and area series on 
employment, hours, earnings, and labor turnover in nonagricultural establish- 
ments for the years 1958-60, based on the 1957 Standard Industrial Classifi- 
cation. The national series are not comparable with figures published in the 
Monthly Labor Review prior to the December 1961 issue because of the revision 
to the 1957 SIC and to March 1959 benchmarks. The revised series for many 
industries also differ from those previously published because of the introduc- 
tion of stratification by establishment size and/or region. A technical note 
describing these revisions appeared in the January 1962 issue of the Review. 

Comparable historical series, from June 1961 back to the earliest date avail- 
able, appear in BLS Bull. 1312, Employment and Earnings Statistics for the 
United States, 1909-60 (1961).
